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REMARKS 

In the Office Action of October 20, 2004 the Examiner asserts that the present 
application contains claims directed to two patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention. Species I (clairns 2-28) and Species II (claims 42 and 43). 

The Applicant requests that the Examiner reconsider the requirement for restriction as 
discussed below. 

The Examiner is respectfully reminded that, as set forth in Ml'EP 816: 

'Trie particular reasons relied on fc>y the examiner- for 

holding that the inventions a si . claimed are eJ ther 

independent or distinct should be concisely stated. A. mere 

statement o£ conclusion is inadequate . The reasons -upon 
wh ich the conclusion is based should oo given . ' 

The Applicant submits that the Exat^er, by stating that Species T relates to "an 
interconnection for interconnecting microelectronic chips toith optical wires comprising a 
aagrnant of art optical fiber that Have two oyposite ends, fvrdt erttl unit second end, that ends bein% 

attached to the microelectronic chips by means of termination*' and Species. II relates to "an 

optical it* tcrcott necr.ion for connecting art optical fil/*rr to integrated circuits by optical fiber*, 
including an inclined surface for reflecting light/' has merely concluded that the species as 
claimed are independent or distinct by repeating portions of the language of some of 
the claims and has not provided the requisite reasons for that conclusion. 

Therefore, the Applicant submita that the restriction requirement set forth in the Office 
Action of October 20, 2004 is improper. 

A PP^ cont further notes that the additional number of Species II claims is only two. The 
Examiner is respectfully reminded of lylFEP 803; which requires that "[i]f the search and 
examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner 
must examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct 
inventions." In view of the limited number of Species IT claims, we submit that 
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
